Joaqm Grilo has proven himself to be one of the most distinguished figures in flamenco history according 
to the Spanish newspaper, El Mundo. Recently he collaborated with the flamenco great, Paco de Lucia, while 
presenting his award winning company all over the world. 

Bom in the city of Jerez de la Frontera in Spain in 1968, he soon began to gain recognition after studying 
at renowned dance schools in Spain. He has toured internationally with stops in France, England, Switzerland, 
Morocco, Israel and Japan. Grilo has also appeared on several television shows in Italy, Germany and the 
Americas. 

In 1986 he performed at Queen Elizabeth Hall in London and in the folowing year he performed at the 
Reales Alczares in Seville for the King and Queen of Spain in honor of English Queen Elizabeth IPs visit to the 
country. Grilo is currently touring and presenting his work “Jacara” which premiered in March of 2000. 

Flamenco originates from Andalucia, a region in southern Spain. Through the centuries Andalucia 
absorbed people of very different cultures and backgrounds including Romans, Jews, and Moors. In this regard, 
the most significant arrival dates to the 15* century when tribes of nomadic gypsies settled in southern Spain. Their 
arrival coincided with Ferdinand and Isabella’s conquest of Granada, the last bastion of the Moors, and the 
subsequent expulsion of the Jews and Arabs from Spain. 
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The next concert in the Carnevale series will he a performance of Danse Orientale (or helly dance) hy the 
Anahid Sofian Dance Company on Friday, June 13, 2003 at 7:30 p.m. at CMA’s Gartner Auditorium. Tickets are 
available for $28 and $25, CMA members $26 and $23 by calling (216) 421-7350 or 1-888-CMA-0033 or buying 
online at www.ClevelandArt.org .
